Our Hevolutionary ancestor: John William Hearcden 

His record as an american Revolutionary soldcier’is found in 
Several volumes of Daughters of the american Revolution Record Books 
in the State Library located in the state Capitol Building in 
Nashville, Tennessee on Capitol Hill: 

D,a.R. Lineage Book, Vol. 32 page 333; Vol. 3189 (?) and in 
Vol. 31 page 899, as follows: 

John William BearGern was born in 1744, in Spartanburgh District, 
South Carolina, He erlisted in a company of Rangers of Spartan- 
burgh District, South Carolina, in 1777, anc served against the 
Cherokee Indiang. He was in the "Battle of Hinety-Six", He'was 
pleaosd on the pension roll of Tenn, 1833. Ke enlisted in South 
Carziina, where he lived until 1824, He removed to Flat Creek, 
Bedford County, in Micdcle Tennessee, where he lived with his two 
ola sons, William and Eli Bearden, until he died. 

"The Early Settlement of Flat Creek", as written by Charlie 
Gowan and dictated to him by his uncle, William Floy<, who was 
86 years old at the time, says: "Two olc brothers, William and 
BH1i Bearden were amonz the first families to settle in Flat Creek, 
Middle Tennessee, The father of William and Eli Bearden was a 
Bevolutionary soldier from South Carolina, «after the war he 
came to Flat Creek to live with his two sons arc their familics, 
He died and is buried in the ol¢c graveyard on the hill . Flat 
Creek, Men were sent from Washington, D.C. to place a Kevolution- 
ary Marker or his grave, but they went back to Washington and. 
said they could not finc the grave." 

"William Bearden, his son, father of alfred Bearden, Sr., died 
November 14, 1876 at the age of 90 years, 1 month, and 11 cays. 
soon after Eli, the other son, cied and was buried on the right 
of his father John William Bearden, William the other son having 
been buried on the left of his father. There are three long 
boxed in graves of stone side by side," 

On January 23, 1947, Phoebe Shofner Heam, Foster Farrar and I 
found these three graves in the olc, neglected, overgrown grave- 
yard high on the-hill at Flat Creek,..a quiet, restful, shacy place 
for one to sleep the last sleep, 

We of the Fourth Generation knew that John William Bearden is 
our great-great Grandfather, that William Hearder is our great 
Grandfather, anc. that alfrec Bearden, Sr. is our Grandfather; 
while to that vast rumber of Fifth Generation (including Phoebe) 
vohn William Bearden is their great-great-great Crancfather ; 
William Bearden is their great-great Grandfather and alfred 
Bearden, Sr,, is their great Grandfather, and on and on to those 
of Bearden blood yet unborn,

Nancy Bains’ was born in North Carolina in 1806.and with her fam- 
ily was the first settlers in the Liberty Community in 1820. She 
and her sister drove cattle behind a covered wagon which: their 
father drove across the mountains to the Liberty Community. The 
Bains family found all of Liberty nothing but cane brakes. The 
men had to guard the women with guns from bears and other wild 
animals while the women milked cows and other chores. The Bains 
home still stands and is owned by Nr, and Frs. Leland Gray. A 
hill called Bains Hill is close to the home where Hr. and Irs, 
Robert L. Taylor live. The hill was named for the family as 

well as Bains Road, which traces of still remain.

One child was W.R,. Smith who was a history teacher at the Ventress
